1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or fairly suggest the claimed aluminum nitride body having the 
combination of rare earth metal, aluminum oxide component and Si content with a grain 
size less than 3 microns. Katsuda et al is cited for teaching an aluminum nitride body 
however when the rare earth metal is converted to molar percent it is substantially lower 
than the claimed amount.
